MIE BEND OR “NUBBLING ” 
LIBEL CASE. 


In the Queen’s Bench Division, 
Westminster, on Monday, July 4th, 
before Justices Grove and Denman, the 
case of Barrow iagainst Sinith ‘was 
brought forward. ‘The caso was re- 
cently tried before Mr. Justice Field, | 
and after aheariny which lasted several 
days the jury returned a verdict for 
tho plaintiff, assessing the damages at 
£1,750. Sir Hardinge Giffard, -Q.C., 
now moved, on behalf of the defendant, 
fora rule nisi for a new trial, on the 
grounds that the verdict was against 
the weight of the evidence, that the 
- damages were excessive, and that the 

learned judge misdirected the jury. 
At the conclusion of the arguments, 
Mr, Justice Denman stated the matter 
was of considerable importance. The 
defendant had made out a right to a 
rule on most if not all of the points, so 
that the rule nist for a new trial would 
be granted generally. ; 

Ag this question is one of more than 
ordinary importance the following re. 
marks from the Jteferee will be found: 
of interest. We may premise for the 
information of our readers who have 
not read the report of the original trial, 
that it was a claim bronght forward by 
Mr, Barrow, a- well known veterinary 
surgeon, against the Morning Post for 
libelling him in connection with tho 
well known racchorse Bentl Or, winner 
of last year’s Derby. “Pavo” tho 
sporting writer of tho Morning Post, 
had stated in general terms that, Bend 
Or -had been ‘“‘nobbled” by Mr, Bar- 
row during -his preparation for the 
classic event which he won, and four- 
teén. months after the publication of 
this statement, a jury, after a ‘long 
hearing, awarded damages to the ex- . 
tent of £1,750. This is even worse 
than a recent decision in a local libel 
case of some celebrity. oo 
' * Bond Or and his associations are not 
clear of the law courts yet, despite the 
apparently decisive verdict given last 
week in the action brought against-the 

Morning Post proprietary. An applica- 
tion has boun niade for a rule so as to 
secure a new trial on the ground of 
the result being opposed to tho balance 
of evidence ; what is moro, the rule 
has boon granted, So we may fairly 
expect to have the whole case heard 
over again, perhaps this time with an

ment-of apparently crashing defeat, 
can make the bringer of libel actions, 
thourh apparently victorious, wish he 
had swallowed tho first affront, or 
merely taken such comparatively rudi- 
mentary steps as were necessary ‘to 
clear his character. Whatover may 
be the opinions concerning this parti- 
cular libel the defendants deserves the 
thanks of all mon connected with news- 
papers, It is only. by such hard fight. 
ing as theirs—and I must say I admire 
all'men who go in for’ hard fighting, 
especially af the moment whon hard 
fighting is most necessary—that the 
thin-skinied gentlemen who, though 
often enough they have no care what. 
evor for the reputations of ‘dthers,.are 
so ready to take action, and rush into’ 
the law courts for the protection and 
presorvation of. what they consider to 
be their own reputations, can be made 
to feel sorry for their unaccustomed

“Bulkeley Johnson a toad of meaning- 
less, contemptible. adulation, which 
to aman of his character must he 
simply sickening; but, although we 
are unable to coincide with Mr. 
Johnson’s expressed views -on this | 
vexed Emigration, question, we con- | 
sider it to be our duty to congratulate 
the honuurable- gentleman on the 
independent position he is evidently 
prepared to maintain on all matters | 
likely to affect the present welfare 
and future progress of this eolony. 
We have differed with lr. Bulkeley 
Johnson on the ‘Tramway proposals: 
we are totally unable to endorse his 
opinions on Chincse emigration ; 
: but we are honest enough and fair 
enough to acknowledge that in both 
instances he has, pleaded his cause 
with rare ability, and with an evident 
desire to act honorably and liberally 
equally towards the Government of 
this island and the general body of 
the community at large. 
After a careful -perusal of Afr. 
Bulkeley Johnson’s able speech, we 
are forced to the conclusion that his 
comparatively short sojourn in this 
colony has filled his mind with im- 
practicable theories; which a thorough 
knowledge of his subject: will even- 
tually dispel. Again, it is apparent 
that, as a member of a limited 
autocracy, which since 1841 has 


- usually had its own way in cvery-.

colony, Mr. Johnson has attached a

sive interests or privileres which have 
heretofore been conceded to “ prin- 
eely houses,” but which in these 
advanced days, having been found 
detrimental to Imperial and general 
interests, would not be tolerated by 
the Government or by the commu- 
nity.

TH PROPOSED OBSERVATORY 
FOR HONGKONG. - | 


To reviewing the very important pro- 


‘ceedings at the recent meeting ofthe Leg- 


islative Council, we propose to deal spe- 
cially and separately with a few of the 
leading questions brought forward, so that 
the public may throughly obtain a com-, 
prehensive idea of what is actually being 
done, ostensibly for the welfare of the col- 
ony. In laying the colonial estimates. for 
1882 before the Council,.H. Ei. the Gover- 
nor made the following remarks with re- 
ference to the long talked of Observatory 
and Time Ball:— - . 

« The next thing is $20,000 for an- Ob- 
servatory and Time Balls A sum has 
been voted in the current Estimates for 
that purpose, and I hope it will be spent. 
‘Yon thousand has been already voted for 
the service, and I propose to take twenty 
thousand dullars for the coming year. On 
this subject I have the satisfaction of lay- 
ing beforé you a very able report by Major 
Palmer, of the Royal ‘Sngineers, whose 
services for this purpose were kindly 
given to me by Colonel Papillon. Major 
Palmer was the . gentleman employ- 
ed by tho Government to observe 
the Transit of Venus in New Zoalend, 
which was 2 very important observation, 
and his report, as you will have seen by 


| the scientific papers, has been very highly 


thought of by the Astronomer Loyal and 
Her’ Majosty’s Government. I therefore | 
thought it would be advisable that he should 
consider, with Mr. Bowdlor, this scheme.

It will be remembered that a sum of ten 
thousand dollara was voted, subject to the 
approval of tho Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, for the erection of an Observatory 
on Mount Elgin at Kowloon, and the 
Acting Surveyor-General, Mr. E, Bowdler, 
who has had special experience in this 
kind of work.in connection with the fina 
Observatory at tho Mauritius, received 
instructions . to. collaborate with Major 
Palmer, K.E., ‘and it was ultimately 
arranged that the lagt-named gentleman, 
whose scicntific attainments have already 
gained him a more than local reputation, 
should prepare a. dctailed report, conveying 
his’ views on. the whole subject. This 
report has now ‘been published and was 
laid on the Council table the other evening. 
Equally as a scientific treatise, and as a 
practical report on, the best means of” 
erecting an Observatory which ‘will do 
honour to Hongkong, and of conducting the 
working of the same to the best advantage, 
Major Palmer's elaborate and carefully 
written pazes ‘merit the highest praise. 
It is far too lengthy for reproduction in © 
the limited space at our disposal, or we 
should gladly reprint if in full; howover,:

Tts operations, like its purpose, will he 
two-fold. here will be, to begin with, 
. the systematic observation and feéord of 
the ordinary phenomena of pressure, tem- 
perature, hamidity, rain, sunshine, wind, 
and hydrometeors, such as are usual in 
observatories of the first order; together 
also with observations of atmospheric clee- 
tricity. . 
Referring to Terrestrial Magnetism, 
Major Palmer observes that although the 
character of the rocks and soil of Hong- 
kong and Kan-ling is not the most favour- 
able that could be chosen for magnetic

‘foree,—namely, its Declination, [nelina- 
tion; and Intensity—as well as those for 
asecrtaining the periodic, secular and 
irreeular Variations which the elements 
undergo, and the laws of which still await 
complete theoretical’ explanation. The 
former class of determinations —namely, 
those of Absolute Values—are . pretty 
certain to be more or less prejudicially 
affected by Tocal attraction proceddiny 
from the granitic rocks and soil; but the 
Variations, which form by far the more 
important oliject of resoarch, can be 
deduced just as wellin-the presence as m 
the absence of loval attraction.

As previously annomeed, aemeeting 
of the Legislative Conncil was held at 
the’ Government Offices, on Monday 
afternoon. ‘Chere were- present I. 1, 
the Governor, Mr. I", Snowden, Acting 
Chicf Justice; Mr. ML S. Ponnochy, 
Acting Colonial Secretary; Myr. A. di. 
O'Malley, Attorney Goueral ; Mr. W. 
M. Deane, Acting Colonial ‘Treasurer, 
and Messrs. P, Ryrie, Ng Choy, FP, 
Bulkeley Johnson, and 6. R. Belilios, 

Mr. Ne Choy presented a petition in 
favor of the Tramway Bill “signed by 
some Chinese and European gentlemen. 
lareely interesied in property in the 
colony,” and Mr, FB. Johnson tabled 
a similar document from the Parsee 
community, _ 

The Appropriation Bill for 1882, 
which stuod first on the orders of the 
day, was taken charge of by the Acting 
Colonial Seeretary, who lrieily pro- 
posed that it should be rel a second. 
time. Mr. 2. Bulkeley Jolson spoke 
at great length on the whole subject of 
the Colonial Mstin-ttes, complimenting 
the. department which hay the respon- 
sthility of preparing the accounts on 
the very lucid statement which had 
} been presented; and culogising the 
Governor on the considerate and. sym- 
pathising policy which Ifis Excellency 
Ind always displayed in his relations 
with the Chinese, ta which, he (Mr. 
Johnson) attributed our satisfactory 
financial position, aad the great increase 
of trade and general prosperity. Re- 
ferring to the large surplus in hand, 
the. honorable gentlemen strongly ad- 
vocated a reduction of taxation, consi- 
doring that the present accumulation 
is now ample, and that the tax-payers 
have a claim to some relief “Mr.
